DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-54 are pending. 

Restriction 



2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted: 

I. Claims 1-14 and 34 are drawn to a method of tracking cells in vivo, wherein the bispecific 
antibody is specific for VCAM-1. 

II. Claims 1-14 and 34 are drawn to a method of tracking cells in vivo, wherein the bispecific 
antibody is specific for NCAM-1 . 

III. Claims 1-14 and 34 are drawn to a method of tracking cells in vivo, wherein the bispecific 
antibody is specific for PECAM. 

IV. Claims 15-25 and 34 are drawn to a method of treating a patient suffering from cancer. 

V. Claims 26-38 are drawn to a method for tracking cells in vivo at any desired location. 

VI. Claims 39-48 are drawn to a composition comprising an isolated and purified cells a 
vector encoding for a bispecific antibody and a fluorescent protein. 

VII. Claims 49-52 are drawn to a method of using cells in functional assays, wherein said 
assay is a T cell assay. 

VIII. Claims 49-51 and 53 are drawn to a method of using cells in functional assays, wherein 
said assay is an ELISA,RIA 

IX. Claims 49-5 1 and 53 are drawn to a method of using cells in functional assays, wherein 
said assay is a cytokine assay. 
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3. The inventions listed as Groups I-IX do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

As was also found in the International Search Report, the Invention of Group I was found to have 
no special technical feature that defined the contribution over the prior art of Sen et al.(J of 
Hematotherapy, 2001, Vol.1 pages 247-260, IDS) . 

Sen., et al., teaches a method of treating a patient suffering from cancer comprising isolating 
peripheral blood mononuclear cells , activating T cells by stimulation with soluble anti-CD3 
monoclonal antibody and arming activated T cells with bi-specific antibodies. 

Since Applicant's Inventions do not contribute a special technical feature when viewed over the 
prior art they do not have a single general inventive concept and so lack unity of invention. 

4. Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
